There are other suggested rules, but that one seems to 
sum up everything inasmuch as accidents CAN be prevented. 

Christmastime, regrettably enough, brings additional traf- 
fic hazards. There are more hours of darkness and it is more 
difficult to recognize danger, particularly in bad weather that 
lowers visibility and makes streets slippery. There, too, is the 
natural holiday exhilaration that makes for less caution. 

Tragedy came close to striking here in Menlo Park last 
week when one of the city’s rare pedestrian-automobile acci- 
dents occurred on El Camino Real at the Ravenswood avenue 
crosswalk. A mother and her nine-month old child, who was 
being wheeled in a ‘stroller’, were struck by a turning car. 
Had the child, in particular, not been thrown clear, the out- 
come would have been much worse that the ‘minor injury’’ 
report made by the police. 

The driver was cited for not giving right-of-way to a ped-

Taking a look at the state gov- 
ernment, we find the 1933 figure 
to be 20% and the 1950 figure tu 
be 21%, very little change in the 
period. The great decrease is in 
the tax collections of the local gov- 
ernments, for their shate has de- 
teriorated from 59% in 1933 to 16% 
in 1950. It is probable that not one 
person in 25 has any conception of 
the magnitude of this 17-year 
drop, nor the significance of it. 


Yet it is the measure of the degree 
to which the people of the United 
States have seen the control of their 
affairs shift from the city halls, 
where their voice is heard, to the un- 
responsive bureaucracies of Wash- 


ington where the individual loses his 
identity, and the things that go on 
are too distant and confused to be 
understood in their totality. 

There is more and more inclina- 
tion to let the fedéral government 
take over the regulation of our lives. 
Federal assumption of responsibil- 
ities for regulation after regulation 
has been permitted, and federal 
handouts to states and local govern- 
ments for highways, education, wel- 
fare and what have you are daily 
proposed. 

But the federal government had 
no money but what comes from our 
own pockets. According to California 
Taxpayers’ association, our own Cal- 
ifornia people paid last fiscal year 
$2,795 million to the federal govern- 
ment while paying $953 million to 
the state and $733 million to the lo- 
cal governments. 

The money came from the same 
pockets, but to the extent that any 
service that could have been rend- 
ered by the state or the local gov- 
ernments actually was rendered at 
Washington level, our democracy 
has suffered. 

The Taxpayers’ asociation also had 
a tabulation showing the percentage 
distribution of expenditures by Cal- 
ifornia governments. In 1935 State 
expenditures were 31% of the total 
and in 1949 they had gained to 37%. 
Counties increased from 20% to 23%. 

Cities dropped from 18% tol5%%.

The earliest:settlers of the Menlo 
area, like those of other parts of 
the state of California, were men of 
deep religious sentiment who began 
construction of places of worship 
almost as soon as they completed 
their homes, 

In fact, the link is stronger than 
that; the earliest Spanish explorers 
were accompanied by the padres, 
whose works are still evident in the 
missions they established and many 
which survive today.

In the Menlo Park area, settle- 
ment and the growth of religious in- 
stitutions went hand in hand. 

It may be recalled thaf one of the 
area’s earliest settlers, Dennis Mar- 
tin, who arrived in the area after 
crossing the continent in 1864, set up 
a Catholic church—St. Denis’—in 
this area ten years later. 

WEST OF THE CITY 

The building was located on Mar- 
tin’s ranch near the present inter- 
section of Sandhill and Walsh roads 
west of the city and was the first 
Catholic church between Mission 
Sania Clara and Mission Dolores 
in San Francisco. 

Although early records are no 
longer complete, it is known that it 
was constructed for a congregation 
of 150 persons. 

That attendance was good is in- 
dicated bY surviving “pew rent” 
books, which indicate that the 
lumbermen who worked in the hills 
of the Searsville and Woodside 
areas brought their religion with 
them to the then-primitive area. 

As stated in an earlier article of 
this series, however, the church fell 
into disuse a few later. 

Martin, dispossessed, was forced to 
abandon his ranch. The redwood 
“shake” chapel also fell into disre- 
pair, and in the ensuing years the 
lumber was carted off and put to 
other uses.

CHURCH OF NATIVITY NEXT 

Next church to be constructed in 
the area was the Church of The Na- 
tivity, originally located at what is 
now the intersection of Middlefield 
and Ringwood roads. 

The building was constructed by 
James R. Doyle in 1872. 

Later, in 1877, after serving as a 
school house as well as a church 
during its early years, the church 
was moved to its present site fac- 
ing Oak Grove avenue. 

So well constructed was the orig- 
inal building that all that was nec- 
essary to keep pace with the grow- 
ing congragation was lengthening 
of the original unit; the steeple 
and sanctuary were added in 1880 
and in 1898 the trancept was built. 

Originally, in 1872, the church of 


—Menlo Camera Shop. 
the Nativity was a mission of the 
San Mateo parish. It became inde- 
pendent after it was moved in 1877, 
and at that time “took over” as a 
mission an existing church in May- 
field. - 

The congregation in 1877 included 
about 250 persons; today, there are 
about 1800 members of the congraga- 
tion of the Church of the Nativity 
and its two missions, St. Anthony’s 
in North Fair Oaks and St. Francis 
in East Palo Alto. 

OLDEST ON COAST 

Meanwhile, the need for a Catho- 
lic seminary on the Pacific slope 
was reflected in 1898 with the be- 
ginning of construction of St. Pat- 
rick’s seminary. Site for the build- 
ing—the first suck institution on 
the coast which has continued to 
the present day—was donated by 
Kate Johnson,

badly shaken in the 1906 earthquake, 
it was repaired in the ensuing 
months, while its operations were 
carried on at the relatively undam- 
aged Sacred Heart convent. 

The latter was opened in 1898. A| 
few years later, in 1906, St. Joseph’s' 
school was opened. 

The Church of the Nativity par- 
ish has changed its physical shape 
through the years, too. 

~ At one time, after Mayfield be- 
came a part of the Mountain View 
parish, it included Palo Alto and the 
Portola valley. 

Too, the building of religious edi- 
fices did not stop shortly after the 
turn of the century; in 1928, the 
Dominican Nun’s monastery was 
moved from San Francisco to its 
present site on Oak Grove avenue. 

Nor does the story end there. Only 
this year, the part of the parish west 
of El Camino Real became inde- 
pendent with the establishment of 
St. Raymond’s Catholic church in 
keeping with the needs of the grow- 
ing community.
